Big Coupetition | ‘Open to al 


Honorable Duncan Marshall, Mini- 
ster of Agricultural. has arranged for 
four dairy competitions to be carried 
on in the provinee, beginning April 
Ist, These competitions will be ei 
der the direct charge and supervision 
of Mr. S. G. ‘Carlyle, who is instru 
ctor in the thanagement of dairy 
herds, un er the Dominion grant. 
the Provincial Department of agri 
culture. Three of these competitions 
will be carried on in connection with 
the three Schoos of Agriculture, 
with headquirte:s at Vermillion, Olds 
and Claresholm. These competitions 
shall be open to grade cows only, and 
the prizes in connection with them 
will be live stock, As there are ten 
pria. fo be given in each competit- 
ion, there should be a large number 
of entries, and a good deal of interest 
should be taken ii it. Mr. Marshal) 
has decided to put un these compet 
itions because of the success that at- 
tended the competition ‘held, under 
the Dominion grant in aid of agricul- 
ture, in connection with the demon- 
stration farm at Vermillion last year. 
As a number of girls, who bhuve been 
attending the School of Agriculture, 
have signified their desire to tuke 
part in the competition, there is a 
special award being offered to the 
girl who stands the highest in con- 
nection with each competition. Mr. 
Carlyle v'}l be assisted in this work 
by the inetructors in animal husban- 
dry and some of the other teachers in 
the Schools of Agriculture. If 
dairying 18 to be a success in Alberta, 
there is nothing so important to the 
dairyman as the securing of first- 
class cows, and the only way he can 
find out whether his cows are _profit- 
able“ 3 no, is to subject them to the 
test of the scales and the Babcock 
test. 

The fourth competition will bea 
competition open to pure bred herds 
throughout the entire province of 
Alberta und it is expected that a 
number of the breeders will enter in 
this competition, that they will not 
only show keen rivalry in competing 
for the prizes with their different 
herds, but it is expected that some 
phenomena! records will be mide 
which would help. to advertise Al- 
berta as a dairy province. 

The regulations governing the 
competitions are as follows: 


OPEN TO GRADE COWS ONLY; 


1. The competition shall be 
open to any atudents who has attend- 
ed the Vermilion, Olds or Claresholm 
Schools of Agriculture, and to uny 
farmer within @ radius of 20 miles of 
one of these schools. 

2. The competition shall commence 
the Ist of April, 1914 and fresh cows 
will be admitted until the Ist of 
June, 1914. 

8. The competition shall close the 
81st of January, 1915. 

4. Each competitor may -enter ‘as 
many cows as he or she desires, only 
grade cows being eligible. 

5. The test for each cow shall be 
started from the day she fresheus, 
and gall continue from a period of 
240 days.

Prominent Trade Journal Finds That 
| Fifty Per Cent. Preference 
| 


aN TH INDUSTRY 


is Unjust 

In the leading editorial of its Janu- 
ary issue, the editor of the “Canadian 
Textile Journal” deals with the de- 
mand of the delegation of Grain 
Growers who waited on Premier Bov- 
‘den and his colleagues in December 
{With respect to an immediate increase 
of the British Preference to 60%, and 
the establis.ment of free trade with 
the Mother Country in five years. 
l'The Journal says in part: 
| A Serious Blow 
{ “The question that should be 
‘earnestly considered is the effect such 
ia preference to the mother country 
,in the way of tariff would have upon 
Canadian industry. There is no doubt 
tbut that under such a tariff, the tex- 
tile industry would practically cease 
to exist. Mven at the present time 
with a preference averaging around 
'twenty-five per cent. textile manufac- 
turers find it very difficult to carry on 
a profitable business, This is es- 
pecially marked in the woollen trade, 
and it is only by specialization in 
other branches of the textile trade on 
lines on which reasonable tariff has 
been maintained that any prosperity 
is shown. With this in mind, free 
traders often hold forth with the 
idea that if the textile industry can 
not prosper in Canada under the con- 
ditions which exist at the present 
time, of under practically free trade 
with Great Britain, it should not exiet 
in this country. They do not take 
into consideration the fact that the 
cost of manufacturing in this country 
ig very much greater than in Great 
Britain, In the woollen industry wages 
in this country are about fifty per 
cent, higher than in England. The 
cost of machinery is more, the cost 
of erecting 1 plant is greater, as well 
as the cost of fuel, interest charges, 
etc., which «together bring the cost 
of woollen manufacturing in this coun- 
try up to practically thirty per cent. 
higher than in England. 

Chief Essentials 

‘Wow, clothing next to food is the 
chief essential of the people of this 
country and the per capita consump- 
tion of clothing is greater in this 
country than in any other country in 
the world. In the woollen branch, the 
country is capable of producing prac- 
tically seventy-five per cent. of the 
grades of raw material necessary for 
the entire amount of woollens con- 
sumed. In the cotton, we are in close 
‘proximity to the great source of raw 
material. We have an abundance of 
the labor necessary for such an in- 
dustry, but here again as in every 
other industry in this country, pro- 
are greater than on 
|similar lines in Great Britain. The 
jimpracticability of such an increase 
in the British Preference so far as the 
| textile industry is concerned wust 
| therefore be clearly seen. 

The editor also draws attention to 
the fact that the experiment of the 
United States in making slashing re- 
ductions in its tariff on textiles has 
not yet proven itself, and until it 
does so he thinks our best plan is 
; to study closely the results that will 
make themselves manifest during the 
next few years in the United States 
before we take any steps towards 
granting an oper door to the products 
of foreign textile workers.

From the Ocean to the Prairies 
is Advocated 

Advocating the construction of an 
inland waterway from the ocean to 
the prairies. as the most practical 
way of making the raising of grain a 
more profitable undertaking, Mr. C. 
A, Dunning of Regina. a member of 
the Saskatchewan Commission on 
Grain Marketing, in addressing the 
Regina Board of Trade, advanced ar- 
guments proving the necessity for 
such a Waterway. Mr. Dunning is 
manager of the Saskatchewan Co-op- 
erative Elevator Company, with head-| 
quarters at Regina, and in view of the!

Greenheart bas been known to stand 
fm wharves fur over thirty years, and 
logs that buve remained under water 
for a bundred years are in perfectly 
sound cundition. 

Greenheart’s extraordinary  resist- 
ance to decay is prububly owing to the 
presence of an alkaloid knuwn as Di- 
birine and also to certaln resinvus sib 
stances known as tyluses. ‘he lutter 
are reddish brown masses of living 
cells that grow in solid tnasses within 
little cavities that they often fill com. 
pletely. As they grow with the tree 
they turn black and make the wood uf 
the older trees black. 

Ag In all tropical trees, whose growth 
is coptinuons through the year, (bere 
are no annual growth rings. The trees 
probably do not reach muturity undee 
250 years. A grecuheart tree ts from 
sixty to a hundred feet in height. 1¢ 
Is an evergreen witbout knots und bus 
a bruad, open crown. The wood weighs 
about seventy-five pounds (to the cnhle 
foot and resists a crushing force of 
12,000 pounds to the square inch.

HEAT AND COLD. 
What We Don’t Know About Temperae 
ture Would Fill a Big Book. 

The highest honors of the sctentifie 
world await expluration in the unm 
known fields of temperature. Strange 
us it may seem, we reully know very 
little about temperature. Between the 
temperature of the surface of the sun, 
estimated at 6,000 degrees C., and ab- 
solute zero, estimated at min; 278 
degrees C., very little has ever been 
discovered. The tield of reseurch bas 
been practically restricted to 725 de 
srees or between the temperature of 
Hiqnid air (minus 200 degrees) and thy 
tirst visible red of heated fron (plus 
525 degrees». We know that at a tem- 
perature of 1,000 degrees ©. twenty- 
nine wetals become liquid, at 1,060 
degrees gold fuses, tungaten inelts at 
4,000 degrees, the temperature of the 
electric arc is 3,720 degrees, and here 
begins the great unknown in the world 
of heat. 

The hottest thing on earth ts the 
electric furnace, with a temperature of 
nearly 3,730 degrees. In this Intense 
heat even the diamond can be melted 
and boiled like water. But this is bare 
ly balfway to the temperature of the 
surface of the sun, and it {fs thought 
that research in these higher tempera- 
tures will ultimately result in the 
greatest discoveries of the nue 

What these discoveries may: he no 
one can foresee, any more than any- 
one could have foretold the results of 
the discovery of radium. — New York 
World.
